Young Godwin found Dalton one aflarnoon

in the Peabody hotel, aitting with friend
in conversation, and, withoul s wor,

of warning, shol him through the bedy with
a pistol. Dalton foll and Godwia ti three
more shota Into his prostrate body. The de.
fonse was transitory lnsanity, superinduced
by brooding over defamalory stories clreu-
!u.di;r Dalton about Godwin's sister, In
proof of this charge the defense proved that
aboul six months ago an anonymous lotler
was received by the husband of Godwin's
sister chargiog the latler with gross miscon-
daot at & watering place. A letler from Dallon
0 Godwin's father, requesting an interyiew,
fixed the suthorship of the snonymous letier
upon Dalton. ‘The elier Giod win granted the
interview and was luformed by Dalton that
bhe waa In posseasion of compromising Iotters
frow the former's danghter, which he was
pre to sell for $100, Godwin consulted
with friends, and upon their ad vice purchased
the letters, first taking care o wark the bills

wa a foundation for s charge ol blackmall.
Toe money was pald and Dalton i-luﬂd
under arrest by the polies for bleckmail and,

without & trial, frightensd into leaving town.
Upon his proiise tever to return the monoy
pald hitm was taken from him snd returned
o the elder Godwio, snd Anly a ticket nod a
tew dollam in carrency left him.

Dalton went to Marfanna, and, secording
to depositions of rellable witnesses Lhers,
openly boasted of hils criminal amours with
Mm Polk.

Louls, and there repeated these stories, add-
ing thereto that the elder Giodwin had de-
ceived the daughter of s dear Iriend,

A fow days before the killlng Dalton re.
turned 1o attend his sister's wedding, and
